In one of the newspaper ac- 
counts the statement is made that 
Prof. Burke has “almost certainly” 
demonstrated that spontaneous gener- 
ation is possible, but it hardly needs 
to be pointed out that one “almost 


certain’’ demonstration does not dem- 
onstrate anything. 

Prof. Burke himself is not quite sure 
What value should attach to the results 
of his experiments. He does not say, 
nor’ does he actually believe, that he 
has solved a problem that has baffled 
physicists and physiologists for centu- 
ries. He does not say that he has 
made plain the origin of life on the 
face of the earth. He modestly re- 
marks: 

“What has been done has suggested 
vitality. Do not put it higher than 
that.” 

Placing radium with sterilized bouil- 
lon, Prof. Burke got cultures, but what 
those cultures are he is unable to state 
with any degree of confidence. He 
does not think they are crystals, and 
Dr. Sims Woodhead of the Cambridge 
Chair of Pathology does not think they 
are bacteria. 

Prof. Burke is content to leave the 
question open. He may have discov- 
-ered that a cultivating medium treated 
with radium will generate living organ- 
isms, and if so he has won immortal 
fame, but he does not profess to have 
made that discovery. All he says is 
that he has produced manifestations 
previously unknown, and has brought 
into existence objects which seemed to 
be alive and which divided and multi- 
plied. 

Dr. C. W. Saleeby, whose name is 
known in America as that of a writer 
on scientific topics, says that Prof. 
Burke's discovery, whatever it may 
amount to, was made while he was 
seeking to ascertain whether radium 
could so alter the chemical properties

remarkable was the result that he set

Russia Does Not Want to Ask It 
and Have the Request Refused.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The peace 
negotiations are practically at a stand- 
still. Communications between the pow- 
ers regarding. details continue to pass, 
but there is no longer any, serious discus- 
sion of an armistice: ' The Indications to- 
day point to the continuance of the war 
until shortly before the peace commission 
meets. 

Russia’s strong desire to avoid anything 
that looks like suing for peace prevents 
her from asking an armistice, which she 
sees Japan is disinclined to give. Japan's 
action at the close of the Chinese war, 
when she would not even grant an armis- 
tice while the peace commission was in 


session, has been studied by the Russian 
Foreign Office, and there is no desire on 
its part to make a false ste 
an armistice, as Li Hung- 
having the request denied. 

The President has not entirely given up 
hope of an early armistice, but even he 
does not “ee one before his departure 
for Oyster Bay in the latter part of the 
month. The indications multiply that 
nothing can prevent a decisive battle be- 
tween the armies of Linevitch and 
Oyama. 

Russia herself is not adverse to such 
an action. Linevitch has been receiving 
reinforcements, and the Russians here 
say that his latest accessions are of a 
better class than those which Oyama 
first encountered. It is said that the 
early victories of the Japanese were won 
over raw = and that even at the 
end Kuropatkin did not have the best 
troops in the Russian Army. It is as- 
serted here that Linevitch is being rein- 
forced by veterans, who will give a bet- 
ter account of themselves and Ruasgia is 
not unwilling to abide the chance. 

It is understood that if the peace pleni- 
potentiaries adjourn to a Summer resort, 
as it is expected they will do, unless 
Washington has unprecedented August 
weather, none of the diplomats represent- 
ing the neutral powers will follow them. 
There have been informal exchanges on 
the subject between the Ambassadors 
here, and it is their unanimous opinion 
that it would be in bad taste for any 
diplomat not directly interested in the 
conference to go to a Summer resort for 
the purpose of following the negotiations. 

This unanimous decision upon the part 
of the diplomats commends itself to the 
belligerents, who have already expressed 
a wish to conduct their negotiations with- 
out any interference. It is also in accord- 
ance with the President's wish, as under- 
stood in diplomatic circles, that the plen- 
ipotentiaries have a free hand.

zation. The arrest of Hill is the third 
that has been ordered in connection with 
city contracts since the Mayor began his 
fight for municipal reform.

The warrant was issued late in 
the day, and Hill appeared at a Magis- 
trate’s office this evening and entered 
bail. The warrant charges him with 
having commited forgery, in ‘that he 
made; or caused to be made, a statement 
giving a false estimate of the work done 
by the firm of D. J. McNichol & Co. on 
the filtration plans, and also with falsi- 
fying certain books and papers of the city 
for the purpose of defrauding the city. 

Ex-Chief Hill received a salary of $17,- 
000, the highest compensation received by 
any city employe. p to a few weeks ago 
Mayor Weaver had the highest regard for 
the ability of Chief Hill as an engineer. 
So well did he think of him that last April 
he urged City Councils to raise his salary 
from $12,000 to $17,000. With the political 
upheaval, Mayor Weaver began an inves- 
tigation of all bureaus, with the result 
that Chief Hill resigned fast week. 

The rescinding of the $700,000 contract 
held by D. J. McNichol & Co. caused con- 
sternation 1n political circles. In revok- 
ing the contract. the Mayor notified the 
Director of Pubflec Works to immediately 
take steps to advertise for bids for the 
work and material remaining to be done 
The contract held by Mc- 
Nichol & Co. was for furnishing filter 
sand and gravel and terra cotta lateral 
ecofinections for the Torresdale filters. 

The — value of the contract was 
$500,000, but on March 17 this was in- 


creased to $700,000 by a pupprementasy 
contract. Up to date $213,4 has been 
paid for work done under the contract. 
The McNichol firm sublet all of the 
work to James Caven & Son. Last week 
Councilman Frank H. Caven of the lat- 
ter firm was arrested for violating his 
Councilmanic oath in being interested in 
elty contracts.

ODELL HAS NOTHING. TO SAY 


Governor Lets it Be Known That He 
Was Controlling Factor in Confer- 
* ence—Legislature Meets To-day.

There had been an impression in some 
quarters that State Chairman Odell was 
throwing all his influence against any in- 
vestigation .of the affairs of the Equi- 
table Life Assurance Society or reconsid- 
eration of the eighty-cent gas bill. It 
can be stated absolutely that Mr. Odell 
has not ;advised against the Legislature 
taking up other matters than the Hooker 
case. 

So far as the Equitable situation is con- 
eerned, Mr. Odell, it is understood, has 
two reasons for wishing that the Legis- 
lature give it attention. The first is his 
belief that legislative action which would 
satisfy the policy holders of the Equi- 
table would be helpful to him in the New 
York City campaign, and the second rea- 
e0n is thut a legislative inquiry is desired 
by his personal friend, E. H. Harriman. 

After listening to all that was to be said 
sm Savor of insurance legislation, recon- | 
sideration of the gas question, and the re- | 
peal of the savings bank tax, Gov. Hig- 
gins ‘decided “‘ to sit on the lid.” 

The first conference to-day was held in 
the room of Speaker Nixon and was par- 
ticipated in by Chairman Odell and Sen- 
ators Raines and Malby.

in Cool Weather at the 
State’ Camp.

PEEKSKILL, N. Y., June 20.—It has 
been a day of work at State Camp, and 
the Twenty-second Regiment of Engi- 
neers have seen few visitors.

Electric Subway-Elevated Route Prom- 
ised by Public Service Corporation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

| NEWARK, June 20.—Thomas N. Mc- 
| Carter, President of the Public Service 
| Corporation, announced to-day that his 
; corporation had determined on the con- 
|struction and operation, through the

electric road from this city to New York.

to prevent her from contracting diphthe-

FINE ROADS NEAR ANTARCTIC 


Those in Australia, He Says, Resem-

Charles J, Glidden, the world-touring 
automobilist, who has traveled more than 
25,000 miles in his motor car in foreign 
lands in the last four years, arrived home 
yesterday on the steamer Kronprinz Wil- 
helm. Mrs. Glidden accompanied her hus- 
band. She has been with him in every 
mile of his trip in his big gasoline touring 
car. 

They ran over nobody, had no accidents, 
and were only delayed one hour for re- 
pairs. 

“There is nothing more delightful than 
viewing the wonders of distant lands from 
an automobile, but I am glad to get back 
to American civilization,’’ said Mrs. Glid- 
den, while awaiting the inspection of their 
baggage on the pier. ‘‘ We have been as- 
sociating for so long with the natives of 
the Fiji Islands, the Maoris, and the na- 
tives of Java and the Malay Peninsula 
that it is a real treat to get back to Amer- 
ican ways once more.” 

‘Automobiles have had some pretty 
hard names given to them,” said Mr. 
Glidden, ‘“‘but the natives of Fiji, who 
are only one generation removed from 


cannibalism, devised a name for my ma- 
chine which is fully as good as those orig- 
inated by more civilized individuals. ,They 
styled it the ‘ Father of all Devils.’ As it 
was the first automobile that ever entered 
the Fiji Islands, I don’t blame them. 

“When they saw that it did not scatter 
death and ruin in its wake they eased up 
on the name a little and called it the

After receiving their diplomas and 
prizes from the hand of Archbishop Far- 
ley they listened to the customary ad- 
dress to the graduates, delivered on this 
occasion by Congressman Charles A.

PART OF RUSSIAN WORK 


Negotiating Now for Share of Re- 
construction of Czar’s Navy: | 


SCHWAB ALSO IS EXPECTANT 


Be Sure, He Says, That United States | 
Will Be Well Represented 
In the Work. 


The management of the United States 
Steel Corporation through the company’s 
London office is engaged in negotiations 
with the Russian Government to secure 
for the Steel Corporation a share in the 
work of the reconstruction of the Rus- 
sian Navy which is expected to follow 
| quickly upon the restoration of peace in 


|the Far East. Charles M. Schwab in 


the interest of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration recently visited Russia with the 
object of securing some of this business | 
for his company, and it is understood ob- 
tained a $1,000,000 contract for armor 
plate with the hope of getting more later, 

Dispatches from St. Petersburg yester- 
day reported that tue United States Steel | 
Corporation had obtained supervision of | 
the shipbuilding works on the Baltic for 
ten years. This particular report was de- 
nied by an officer of the Steel Corpora- 
tion, but another Director while casting 
doubt upon the accuracy of this specific 
report confirmed the statement that ne- 
gotiations were under way to secure a 
share of the business. 

Just what form the proposition may 
take is still unsettled, and, as the details 
are in the hands of the company’s Lon- 
don office, it was said that no definite 
{information was had here of the exact 
status of the matter, though confidence 
is felt that the outcome of the negotia- 
tions will be favorable to the United 
| States Steel Corporation. 

During the recent dull period the com- 
|pany built up considerably its export busi- 
ness, but with the return of activity in 
| the iron trade here the output of the mills 
was so readily disposed of in this market 
that the efforts of the company to secure 


business abroad were modified. The field 
in Russia, however, is very large, espe- 
| Clally in view of the expected rebuilding 
| of the Russian Navy, and the success of 
\the Steel Corporation's present plans in 
| this direction would doubtless add largely 
to its profits. The management of the

FRAUD IN ARMY CONTRACT. 


Philadelphian Furnished Poor Shoes 
—Contract Canceled, Inspectors Out.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The contract 
of John MacBrearty of Philadelphia to 
makes shoes for the army was canceled 
to-day on the ground of fraud. 

McBrearty agreed to furnish 18,000 pairs 
of shoes of a certain grade of leather. | 
When he had furnished 1,329 pairs it was 
discovered that an inferior kind of leather 
was being used. Col. George E. Pond and 
Major J. W. Wood of the Quartermaster 
General's office were sent to investigate 
and on their peport submitted to-day W. 
G. Berry and J. H. Dickinson, who were 
employed by the Government as inspect- 


ors, were removed. 

No action will be taken by the Govern- 
ment to recover from McBrearty. The 
investigating board recommended that his 
10 per cent. deposit for the faithful per- 
formance of his work be refunded. 


LED TO SUBMARINE DISASTER. 


Rivet Was Out of British Boat—Ante- 
Mortem Burns on Crew. 


LONDON, June 20.—Capt. R. H. 8. 
Bacon, R. N., who is Chief of the Sub- 
marine Flotilla, testified to-day before 
the court-martial at Devonport, which is 
inquiring into the cause of the sinking 
of the submarine boat “A” 8. He said 
he found one rivet out of the foremost 
petrol tank of the boat, leaving a hole 
sufficient for a ton of water to enter her 
in ten minutes. 

Capt. Bacon considered that this ac- 
counted for the fact that while steaming 
the submarine boat was gradually going 
down by the nose. An explosion occurred 


an hour and forty minutes after the boat 
sank. The burns on the badies of the 
crew were ante-mortem, showing that the 
victims were still living at the time of the 
explosion, but experiments showed that 
the victims must have been insensible for 
a considerable time.

OVERWALLACE’S RETURN. 


Department Heads in Dark as to 
Canal Engineer’s Mission. 


MAY BE LABOR - QUESTION 


Wallace Is Said Not to Favor Apply- 
ing Eight-Hour Law If Cool- 
ies Are Employed.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—No one in 
Washington is more mystified by the 
sudden return to the United States of 
Chief Engineer John F. Wallace than his 
superiors in the department. They all 
profess to have no knoyledge of the 
cause of his return or of the purpose he 
may have in mind. The fact that Mrs. 
Wallace and Mr. Wallace's two secreta- 
ries are coming with him gives color to 
the belief that he intends to offer his 
resignation. 

The further fact that Capt. Edward L. 
King of the Second Cavalry, his chief 
aide, will remain on the Isthmus in charge 
of the work causes some to believe that 
Mr. Wallace is only coming here to insist’ 
on certain conditions which he regards as 
vital to the success of the project. It fs 
known that Mr. Wallace has been disap- 
pointed in the failure of many of the 
arrangments made under the reorganiza- 
tion to expedite the work of construc- 
tion.

When the alliance of the three Emper- 
ors was in its strongest force, and ata 
moment when the rulers of Russia and 
of Prussia were acting together in every- 
thing and swearing‘eternal friendship, 
Russia built her quadrilateral in North- 
western Poland and Prussia expended 
Vast sums upon the fortifications of Kén- 
igsberg. 

The military and naval advisers of 
Governments take, indeed, but little ac- 
coumt of temporary friendships, however 
close. It is their duty as prudent men 
to prepare for a future which may be 
very different, and not to be caught 
napping by the formation of new group- 
ings of the powers. 

Our Government has stated in both 
Houses of Parliament that “when war 
breaks out,” or, less clumsily, ‘‘ when need 
arises,’’ men and machinery for our West 
Indian azwd American dockyards “ will be 
sent out.”” Every sailor knows that the 
navy will never undertake such convoy 
at such times, and that this explanation 
dpes not meet the possibilities of danger- 
ously strained relations’ between ourselves 
and the United States. 


COLONIES AMERICA’S WEAK POINT. 


It would be an exaggeration to pretend 
that we have entirely disarmed toward 
the United States, any more than we 
have toward any other country. The 


United States is a power which has be- | 


come vulnerable by setting up colonies 
across the seas. No one suggests, how- 
ever, either that we covet these colonies 
or that the loss of them would weigh 
heavily in the terms of peace that might 
follow any possible collision. 

Canada, as a self-respecting State, has

‘Mr. President: 1 regret to call your 
attention to the Angora Goat Department 
of the Bureau of Agriculture. It has 
spread broadcast a document commending 
Angoras to the farmers.of the country.

Widow Berrlan’s Will Upheld by Sur 
rogate Noble at Jamaica. 


A woman may wear different-colored 
stockings and may place one foot in a 
shoe and the other in a slipper and parade 
through the snow, clad in a thin muslin 
dress, without involving her testamentary 
capacity, Surrogate Noble of Jamaica has 
decided. She may warm her hands at a 
cold grate on a frosty Winter day and 
wear her dresses up to her knees after she 
is eighty-one years of age if she likes. 
Her relatives can do nothing more than 
engage lawyers in an attempt to break 
the will by which shg gave all her prop- 
erty to an almost total stranger, @ man 
who sold her butter and eggs. 

Surrogate Noble handed down the de- 
cision yesterday in the case involving ad- 
mission to prebate af the will of Mrs. 
Berrian of Flushing. He concludes: 

“TI find no evidence of undue influence 
or want of testamentary capacity on the 
part of the deceased. I therefore dismiss 
the objections and admit the will to pro- 
bate.”’ 

By the decision, Elmer Augustine Holden 
of Franklin, N. Y., who has been various- 
ly described as a traveling salesman, a 
butter-and-egg man, and a man et leisure, 
comes into the entire property left by the 
widow, of whose eccentricities during the 
latter part of her life her relatives have 
told at protracted hearings in the Surro- 
gate’s Court. \ 

Mrs. Berrian died about three months 
ago. She was well known because af her 
wealth and meagre manner of living. Her 


relatives testified that she was in the 
habit, after her husband died, eight years 
ago, of dancing about the room each 
evening with a chair, asserting that she 
was gliding about with the spjrit of her 

She formed the acquaintance of Holden, 
who is fifty-eight years old, ten years 
ago. She was then seventy-one. Holden 
says it must have been love at first sight, 
although he knew nothing of it until he 
learned the contents of the will. From 
time to time Mrs. Berrian went to Frank- 
lin to see Holden. She was always care- 
ful not to let her relatives know where 
she was going. \She confided in a Mrs. 
Patterson of Franklin, a mutual ‘friend of 
hers and Holden's, 

At ber death a large number of relatives 
appeared to take a hand in the contest for 
the estate. At one time court had to ad- 
-journ from Jamaica because ex-Judge 
Harrison 8S. More, counsel for Holden, 
had subpoenaed so many residents of 
Ilushing in support of the will. Holden 
testified that he twas earning $1 a day. 

Edwin B. Woods of 220 Broadway, Man- 
hattan, chief counsel for the contestants, 
says the contest will be carried to the 
Supreme Court. There is, he avers, evi- 
dence not yet produced to show that Mrs. 
Herrian was of unsound mind, and that 
her fascination for Holden was but one 
evidence of it.

Letters Now Reach Trans-Mississippi 
Points Twelve Hours Earlier. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—The expedi- 
tion of the mails resulting from the new 
fast trains is announced in the’following 
statement issued to-day by the Post Of- 
fice Department: 

“The limited trains recently estab- 
lished between New York and Chicago on 
the Pennsylvania and the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River and Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railroads, which 
clip practically five hours from the run- 
ning time between the two cities, have 
enabled the Post Office Department to 
expedite very materially the dispatch and 
delivery of mail from, points in New Eng- 
land, New York City, Philadelphia, Har- 
risburg, Baltimore, and Washington for 
Chicago and nearly all points in the West 
and Southwest. 

“Under the new arrangement commer- 
cial paper deposited in the Post Office at 
New York in time to catch the fast 
trains leaving at 3:30 and 4 P. M., 1s in 
Chicago the next morning in time to pass 
through the Clearing House. Mails are 
delivered in St. Paul, Omaha, and all 
points beyond, twelve hours in advance 
of their former arrival at those points. 
This means, where tke arrival is in the 
morning, a gain of one business day. 

“Naturally the facilities on these fast 
trains are limited, and the department is 
not attempting to expedite anything but 
letter mail. Pouches are made up by the 
larger offices in the East and by clerks 
working in the stations in New York for 
Chicago, and lines running out of Chicago 
and sent forward by the fast trains." 


CENTRAL FLIER’S FAST RUN. 


Arrives on Time After Leaving Buf- 
falo Twenty-five Minutes Late. 


The Twentieth Century Limited, the 
New York Central's new eighteen-hour 
New York-Chicago train, which got into 
the Grand Central Station yesterday 
morning, was held up by a hot box near 
Springfield, Ohio, while speeding along a 
seventy miles an hour to Cleveland. Th 
hot box made the train twenty-six min- 
utes late. -When the train left Buffalo it 
was twenty-five minutes behind time.

The only contribution to the Equitable 
‘matter was the demand for another, 
report. This one. happily is not to be 
an inquiry into methods and motives, | 
with personal aspects and distressing 
scandals, but is to. be an accountants’ 
study of facts. It will be refreshing to | 
have some firm ground for the reassur- 
Ang statements which have been madé 
by every authority regarding the com- 
pany’s adequacy of assets and cer- 
tainty of solvéncy upon the highest 
standards. With this established in- 
stead of asserted, the agitators will 
lose one of their weapons. 

Probably none of the day’s news was 
more influential than the crop report, 
+ which was interpreted favorably, al- 
though both wheat and corn advanced 
upon the day's business. Wall Street 
has so.often seen stocks act contrary 
to the tenor of the news that it per- 
fectly understands that facts adapted 
to depress may be followed by an ad- 
vance, if there exists a sufficient buy- 
ing demand through an outstanding 
short interest. This is what happened 
in the produce market, “ generally sat- | 
‘fisfactory progress’’ for Spring wheat 
and.“ favorable conditions "’ for Winter | 
wheat not being adapted to raise | 
prices. Corn also rose, despite “‘ good 
progress’ throughout the corn belt. 
Cotton has experienced “further im- 
provement, and is now in a good state 
of cultivation.” Yet influential circu- 
lars a day or two ago were hinting at | 
‘alarming disclosures upon anonymous 
authority, and some inferred that new 
leaks ‘existed in the department re- 
ports before the old leak was proved. 
Corn Products announced the passage | 
of its preferred dividend, but this was | 
more than offset by Tennessee Coal 
announcing a distribution establishing 
a 4 per cent. rate on its common stock. 
The appearance of another chapter of | 
“Frenzied Finance” with the usual | 
advertisement was notable only for its { 
neglect,-and for the. publi¢ation of a 
bantering advertisement chaffing the | 
Boston gentleman in a manner quite as 
effective as a 
ment. 

It will probably seem that this is a 
slight basis for doubling the volume of 
Monday’s business and producing a/| 
general rise of prices, Western Union | 
being the chief exception: The trac- | 
tions were still. strong, but the Steel | 
stocks showed fresh vigor, acsompia- | 
nied with much encouraging talk | 
about the trade. If the day’s news| 
was hardly -adequate. to. the ‘observéd | 
effect, the inference is "all the stronger | 
that the market is taking the course of 
least resistance, and will accelerate its | 
pace with slight encouragement.

' CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Week Favorable for Their Cultivation 
and Improvement Shown. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—The following 
‘the general summary of crop conditions as 
shown by the weekly bulletin of the Weather 
Bureau: ; 

With the exception of the Upper Missouri 
Valley, where low temperatures prevailed, ali 
-districts éast of the Rocky Mountains. received 
ample heat during the week ending June 19. 
The rainfall was very unevenly distributed, 
being ample in most northern districts, but | 
ineufficient in portions of the cen./ul valleys | 
and of the Middle Atlantic and. the Southern 
States.. The week was favorable for the culti- | 
vation of crops. { 

Except in Eastern Missouri and Central and | 
Gouthérn Illinois, corn has made good progress | 
throughout the corn belt. Cultivation has 
been brought-up to date, except in portions of 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and South Dakota. 


Winter wheat has progressed under favor- 
able conditions, and harvesting is now well 
advanced in Kansas, Missouri, and Southern 
Tilinois, and has begun in Indiana and Mary- 
jlahd. The ‘reports from the southern portion 
of the wheat area generally indicate yields. 
lighter than were anticipated. Fair yields 
of good quality are reported from California, 
and in Oregon and Washington the crop has 
made good progress. 

In portions of Wisconsin and Minnesota dry 
weather is needed for Spring wheat, but this 
crop has generally made very satisfactory 
progress throughout the Spring wheat region 
and is beginning to head in the southern por- 
tion. Very favorable reports respecting Spring 
[oa also continue from the North Pacific 
Soast. 

The oat crop has. suffered to some éxtent 
from excessive moisture in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, rust in Southern lowa, rank growth 
‘in. Northern IlHnois, and drought in Southern 
lilinois, but in these States and generally 
elsewhere the condition of the crop is promising. 
Oat harvesting is in progress as far north as 
Missouri. 

Further improvement in the condition of cot- 
ton is very generally indicated throughout the 
cotton belt. While, as a rule, good growth is 
reported, the plant continues small. Lice are 
still prevalent in North Carolina, but are less 
numerous in South Carolina, _ Georgia, and 
Alabama. Considerable damage by webworimms 
is reported from Oklahoma and Indian Teretézry, 
where some fields are being devetead to other 
crops, Boll weevils are spreadi in Northeast- 
ern om. but generally the mage is not 
great.

Pennsylvania Back of a BigsLong 
Island Deal. 


UNDERSTANDING WITH:B. R. T. 


Metropolitan-Interborough 
Is in 


As to a 
Alliance, None 
Sight Yet. 


Contracts were signed yesterday’ be- 
tween August Belmont, President of the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company, and 
Ralph Peters, President of the Long Isl- 
and Railroad, by which these two corpo- 
rations jointly purchased the New York 
& Long Island Traction Company for 
approximately $1,500,000. 

With the news of the purchaseyby these 
companies for joint account cameta formal 
announcement that the lines of the trac- 
tion company. would be operated in con- 
junction with. the Queens County’ trolley 
lines of the New York & Queens County 
Railroad, which the Interborough owns, 
for the general development of Queens 
County and as feeders for the Long 
Island Railroad. 

As the Pennsylvania Railroad is the 
owner of the Long Island Railroad, the 
announcement of the transaction was 
taken in the financia? district as an indi- 
cation that a close community of interest 
had been formed between the Pennsylva- 
nia and the Interborough. 

It also gave rise to reports that both 
the Pennsylvania and the New Haven 
Road were linked with the Interborough 
and that a consolidation of the Interbor- 
ough and Metropolitan systems was likely 
at an early date because the Pennsylvania 
and Metropolitan had been looked upon 
as allies in the city’s new rapid transit 
plans. 

The first indication of a change in the 
Pennsylvania-Metropolitan alllance came 
when representatives of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Road, affiliated 
with the Pennsylvania, appeared before 
the Rapid Transit Commission recently 
to urge the improvement of the Inter- 
borough's Second and Third Avenue ele- 
vated lines for an outlet to the New 
Haven Road's Willis Avenue station, now 
under way, as part of its Harlem River 
Railroad improvements. 

When the report of a possible Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan alliance was repeat- 
ed at the office of August Belmont & Co., 
it was officially stated that there was 
absolutely no ground for any report of a 
consolidation of the Interborough and 
Metropolitan systems.
